which are .subject to pest and drouth 
but with the aid of a few cows this 
can be lione. In 
amplifying 
this 
statem ent Mr. Williams pointed out 
that instead of going in 
debt 
for 
groceries, if there is no money 
to 
purchas«» them, it would be far bet­ 
ter to borrow the same amount 
of 
moTOy for a few good milk cows and 
caring for them well, 
make 
them 
pay the grocery bill and at the end 
of the year instead of having a debt 
for groceries which have been con­ 
sumed, the debt would be for cow*s, 
which should be as valuable as when 
bought, and If necessary could 
be 
sold for «MM&gh to cancel the indebt­ 
edness. 
Mr. Williams, who believes in go­ 
ing at everything in a business like 
manner, says there is little 
or no 
money and perhaps even an expense 
j in keeping cows if it is not done on.

D. A. Brown of Mercer Gap last 
year says that he estimated his in- ( 
crease by treating from four to six 
bushels per acre with a cost 
of

cents per acre for treatment.

of 2 to 3 dollars, thiits just what can 1 
be done by treating your oats 
and 
barley for smut, and in a good oat j 
vear the returns

try out ten acres or more and find 
out for yourself. 
Two Methods 
Method No. 1. Spread the grain on j 
a floor or in a wagon bed and sprin- I 
kle it with a solution of 1 pint to 30 j 
gallons of water, using 
about 
3-4 I 
trallon to a bushel, stirring the grain , 
until all becomes moist. The 
seed 
may b'i dipped in the solution. Then 
cover with a wagon sheet or other j 
cover for 5 to 6 hours, after which, | 
should be spread out to dry. 
Method No. 2. Use 1 pint of forma­ 
ldehyde to 3 gallons water and spray 
it on the seed lightly, 
using 
only 
enough to slightly dampen the seed. 
A little fine mist spray will be good 
for this. Cover the seed for several 
hours or over night. This is 
called 
the dry treatment and as the 
seed 
only become 
slightly 
damp 
they 
may 
planted immediately 
after 
being treated. Three gallons of this 
solution will treat about 40 bushels.
